“Seen Any Wildlife Lately?” 
at first sounds like a simple- 
minded question, but in context 
with today’s problems, it’s load¬ 
ed. If you live out in the coun¬ 
try (which most Americans 
don’t), chances are you can say, 
“Sure. Just this morning I saw 
. . .” and start naming animals. 
If you live in a model city or 
one of the better-planned sub¬ 
urbs, you may have seen a var¬ 
iety of birds, some squirrels, 
and maybe a raccoon or a hawk; 
or luckier yet, you may have 
unpolluted water nearby where 
you caught some fish last week¬ 
end. 

Unfortunately, for millions of 
Americans, the places where 
they live have had too much 
“Progress” for any of this to be 
possible. Pigeons, sparrows, and 
rats are wild, after a fashion, 
hut they are about all that’s 
left in the polluted air and in 
and around filthy water and 
miles of concrete most Ameri¬ 
cans call home. “Seen Any 
Wildlife Lately?” It’s a good 
question, because wildlife is a 
measure of the quality of man’s 
environment. 

Who needs wildlife? In the 
sense that many wild creatures 
are a step ahead of us in their 
sensitivity to polluted air and 
water, chemical pesticides, and 
the absence of naturalness—in 
essence an indicator of environ¬ 
mental quality — we all need 
wildlife for our survival. For 
when these other creatres are 
gone, what’s left is a squalid 
environment for us. 

Americans are belatedly a- 
wakening to the dangers of 
their self-induced blanket of 
poisonous gases and garbage 


heap s, pesticide-infested sur¬ 
roundings, sewage-choked wa¬ 
ters and the sterility of paved- 
over landscapes. We could have 
recognized the dangers sooner 
had we paid attention to the 
warning signals — that fewer 
birds were around as the air 
I got foul, fewer squirrels as the 
greenery was paved over, and 
no trout, bass or shrimp as 
waters became open sewers, 
j “Seen Any Wildlife Lately?” 

Many places are so crowded 
with people, vehicles, and con¬ 
crete that it would be silly to 
think raccoons or squirrels or 
deer could ever survive there 
again. But if we act soon 
enough, it is possible that air 
and water pollution will eventu¬ 
ally be controlled so that birds 
and fish are once again abund¬ 
ant even in and around the 
city. Future highways, cities, 
jetports, and shopping centers 
can be planned and built with¬ 
out pollution and with a diver¬ 
sity of trees and green spaces. 
We need all of these things 
and w'e need wildlife. The im¬ 
portant thing is that we can 
have them, if we insist on it. 
Man’s true progress will be 
measured by the ultimate good 
he has done for future genera¬ 
tions. The presence of wildlife 
is certainly one way of measur¬ 
ing it. 

National Wildlife Week, 
March 15-21, sponsored by the 
National Wildlife Federation 
and its 49 state affiliates, asks, 
“Seen Any Wildlife Lately?” 
The answers are vitally import¬ 
ant, because abundant wildlife 
is more than America’s heri¬ 
tage; it’s our key to survival.

is the provocative theme of the 
32nd annual observance of Na¬ 
tional Wildlife Week, March 15- 
21, sponsored by the National 
Wildlife Federation in cooper¬ 
ation with its state affiliates. 

David Adams, observation 
Officer of Morgan County, 
speaking for all the sportsmen’s 
clubs of Morgan County said the 
theme of this year’s observance 
“. . .is particularly important 
because it asks each of us to re¬ 
flect on our nation’s vanishing 
wildlife heritage antf ponder the 
effect on our own lives.” 

Increasing air and water pol¬ 
lution, persistent pesticides, non- 
planned highways, and urban 
sprawl are steadily gnawing a- 
way at our nation’s wildlife re¬ 
sources. A staggering 89 Ameri¬ 
can wildlife species are on the 
brink of extenction. 

“Wildlife is a sensitive yard¬ 
stick for measuring the livabil¬ 
ity of our environment”, Mr. 
Adams continued. “With the ac 
celerating deterioration of our 
urban and suburban areas about 
the only wildlife most of our 
citizens have seen lately are 
rats, sparrows, and pigeons.” 

During Wildlife Week the 
National Wildlife Federation's 
2'i million supporters through¬ 
out the U. S. will be asking 
“Seen Any Wildlife Lately?" 
The answer will be a reflection 
on the quality of our environ¬ 
ment.

Bond Issue Money 
Tied Up As Matching 
Funds For Fed. Grants 


According to the latest infor¬ 
mation from state and federal 
agencies, plans for the proposed 
West Liberty Hospital are pro¬ 
gressing rapidly through the 
bureaucratic mill and the proj¬ 
ect should be approved for con¬ 
struction early next September. 

But a bitch has developed at 
the local level—a big one. 

There’s no money left to pur¬ 
chase a site for the Sl 1 ^ million 
facility. 

The Morgan County Hospital 
Board last w^ek was informed 
that the architect who planned 
the facility has earmarked ail 
allocated funds for construction 
costs, equipment, and architect’s 
fees. 

In short, Morgan County must 
now raise an additional $26,000 
—the price tag on the 4 1 a acre 
site selecled far the hospital on 
Wells Hill—maybe more. 

And Federal funds for the 
project cannot be released until 
a site is purchased and the deed 
signed. 

Federal agencies involved do 
not allocate funds for land pur¬ 
chases, and original planning 
was to use money from a .$425,- 
000 local bond issue to purchase 
and prepare the site. 

However, the bond money— 
all of it—has been included b\ 
the architect—Donald B. Shel¬ 
ton of Lexington—for construc¬ 
tion costs, fees, etc. In other 
words, all bond money is tied 
up as matching money for fed¬ 
eral grants. 

The Hospital Board was fur 
thcr informed this week that— 
Even if construction costs 
could be cut in order to free 
some of the bond money, any 
bond issue funds used for land 
purchase would now result in 
a corresponding reduction of 
federal matching funds. Thus, 
since federal money was allocat¬ 
ed on a 75-25 cost-share basis, 
(with the county putting up 
25 percent), the total reduction 
would be three times the a- 
moun of bond money used for 
land purchase. 

v* Also, there is a very real 
possibility that any delay at 
this point to undertake a major 
revision of plans to cut costs 
might endanger federal monies 
now set aside for the hospital 
and cause the project to be de 
layed indefinitely, maybe killed. 

Also, the architect stated 
this week that he has already 
cut as much “fat" from his 
plans that is possible and still 
retain a 50-bed facility, and 
stated that adidtional cost re¬ 
ductions would be almost im¬ 
possible. (Statistics show that 
hospitals of loss than 50 bods 
run the risk of operating in 
the red). 

The board did not learn 
whether funds for site clear¬ 
ing and leveling also would 
have to be raised. Possibly, 
funds for this purpose, too, 
might have to be provided 
locally. 

Just how big a problem it 
will be far the county to raise 
the additional money is unclear 
at this point. 

Board members bad express¬ 
ed hope earlier this week that 
excess funds in the county 
treasury might be available to 
help with land purchase. 

However. County Judge Gene 
Allen, contacted Wednesday, 
said all funds in the county 
treasury have already been 
budgeted and no excess funds 
are available. 

Almost certainly, the Morgan 
County Woman's Club will be 
asked to transfer to the hospital 
fund a sum collected a few 
years auo for a county health 
clinic. This plan was suggested 
earlier hv Mrs. C. K. Stacy, 
Woman’s Club president. 

However, approval of such a 
transfer would have to be ob¬ 
tained from those who donated 
for the health clinic. 

This fund—a total of $8 000 
—is now drawing interest in 
the Commercial Bank. 

Whether the county could 
borrow the amount needed with¬ 
out additional tax levys is not 
certain. 

However, it is virtually cer¬ 
tain that the hospital hoard and 
the fiscal court will not abandon 
the projeet at this stage.

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POLITICAL ACTION BY FARMERS 
NEEDED NOW, SPEAKER DECLARE 


LOUISVILLE, KY., Mu:ch 17 
— Charles E. Bai nhart, dean j 
of the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Agriculture College, 
told a group of dairymen that 
although farmers comprise j 
only 5 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation, they need the active i 
political support of the 35 
per cent of the employed peo¬ 
ple who work in agriculture- 
related industries. 

Barnhart told the annual 
convention of Dairy Products 
Association of Kentucky at 
tiie Brown Hotel that he sees 
some evidence of a veering 
away from the agricultural 
approach to improving con¬ 
ditions in rural areas. He said ^ 
that is particularly true in 
programs that have improve¬ 
ments of the environment as 
s goal. 

Barnhart said the worth of 
agricultural extension service 
programs have been proved in 
that regard, but said some 
people in their zeal would a- 
bandon that approach. 

Dr. Kenneth Nadfen, execu¬ 
tive vice president of the 
National Council of Farmer 
Cooperatives, Washington, 
speaking to a meeting of Pro¬ 
duction Credit Association 
(PC A) managers, said that 
farmers will have to become 
more politically active if they 
expect to get favorable legisla¬ 


tion. 

“It is not enough to have 
justice, merit and public in¬ 
terest on your side to get 
favorable legislation. You 
(farmers) must have political 
power, too,” He addied, “Good 
will without votes is nothing.” 

Naden said he seriously 
doubts that the Capper-Vol¬ 
stead Act of 1922, which gave 
farmers the right to organize 
into cooperatives without the 
threat of government antitrust 
action, could be passed taflay 
because of the present napod 
of Congress. 

The Dairy Products Asso¬ 
ciation of Kentucky yesterday 
elected Charles W. Spears Jr., 
Taylorsville, president, suc¬ 
ceeding Harold R. Alexander, 
Louisville. 

Among directors elected was 
Lloyd Conley of Boyd county.

2 tbls. melted butter

V 2 cup dietetic orange marmalade 
t/4 cup chopped walnuts 

Combine flour, baking powder, soda, and 
salt in mixing bowl.

NEW TOBACCO RULE — The 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
announced last week that tobac¬ 
co growers must certify that 
they have not used on the the 
1970 crop two pesticides recent¬ 
ly restricted. The pesticides are 
DDT and TDE. U S. exports of 
tobacco face sharp reductions if 
DDT and TDE continue to be 
used,” the department said. “It 
is essential for growers to meet 
these standards now because 
most of the 1970 crop that mov¬ 
es under price support loan will 
not likely he sold and exported 
prior to 1973.” About 35 per 
cent of U. S. tobacco production 
is exported, and several major 
importing countries have served 
notice they want no crops with 
DDT and TDE residues beginn¬ 
ing in January 1973, the depart¬ 
ment said. 


SAN FRANCISCO — Celia 
that cannot be distinguished 
from cancer cells can be 
found in the sputum of emphy¬ 
sema patients during smoggy 
l>eriods, a Los Angeles chest 
physician has said. 

These cells disappear when 
the patient is put in a room 
in which the air has been 
filtered, Dr. Joseph F. Boyle 
told a symposium on environ¬ 
mental health at the annual 
meeting of the California 
Medical Association here. 

His observation seems re¬ 
lated to that reported by a 
Stanford Research Institute

Dr. Gustav Freeman of SRI 
said the tiny hairs called cilia, 
that line the small airways in 
the lungs, degenerate and 
finally fall off when the ani¬ 
mals breathe concentrations 
of nitrogen dioxide of 0.8 to 
two parts per million. The 
function of cilia is to cleanse 
the lungs of inhaled particles 
such as bacteria viruses and 
ether substances that might 
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gun-totin’ constituents. - ’

The bombshell move, of 
course, was his veto of the 
bill to raise the interest limit 
on bank loans, throwing finan¬ 
cial circles into a real tizzy. 

It’s subject to plenty of inter¬ 
pretations, and surely several 
factors figured in. 

The bill itself had faults 
enough to arouse opposition. 

And the timing was unfavor¬ 
able with talk qf possible 
lowering of interest rates 
across the nation. 

Then, too, there was the 
involvement of some Lankers 
in Democrats’ fund-raising 
efforts. The governor says this 
wasn’t a consideration. But it 
obviously was in his mind. 

Ail told, he had an opportu¬ 
nity to do what he does as 
well as any politician around 
—start a brushfire in oppa- 
Tients’ back yard. 

With the bill hack in the 
legislators’ laps at the start 
of the last week of the session, 
tlie blowtorch-heat was on the 
Democrats.

Are the New Inseticides Any Safer?

it in the same category as DDT. Malathion, and 
certain others. In laboratory tests with rats, 
Sevin was found to be 0.6 times as effective as 
DDT in acute derma! toxicity. 

The question that naturally arises in regard 
to Sevin and the other pesticides (insecticides, 
herbicides, and fungicides) currently being re¬ 
commended is whether one or more of these 
may al.-o prove to be persistent in chemical 
stability, and may also prove to have a cumula¬ 
tive effect in soil and water. With no desire to 
scare anyone, but with mental reservations 
learned the hard way, we are now wondering 
whether sufficient tests have been conducted 
to provide adequate knowledge of the possible 
long term effects of other and newer pesticides. 

Efforts to ban the use of DDT and TDE have 
met with strenuous opposition from certain 
industrial representatives and from certain 
federal agriculture officials, even after it was 
learned that these chemicals were rapidly 
poisoning the environment. Past experience 
has shown that we should not assume that a 
product is safe simply because it is placed on 
the market and quickly embraced. 

We should assume NOTHING where a 
PROFIT MOTIVE is involved, but should 
require proof that the use of a given prod¬ 
uct will rot repeat and compound our prev¬ 
ious mistakes.

The unfortunate consequences that followed 
widespread use of DDT and TDE have now be¬ 
come known, and have received adequate, al¬ 
though belated publicity. Scientists have stat¬ 
ed that one-half of the DDT and IDE present 
today in the world's soils and voters will still 
be present ten years from now. The cumulative 
effect has resulted in the extinction of certain 
wildlife species in northern Europe, while 
trace quantities of DDT have been found in 
penguins in the Antarctic. Catfish collected in 
the southern United States have been found 
to contain persistent insecticides stored in 
their body tissues in concentrations eight tim¬ 
es higher than the maximum concentration 
permitted in food for human consumption. 

Since it appears likely that the insecticide 
Sevin will receive increased use in agriculture 
to replace DDT and TDE many farmers may 
have questions as to the nature of this insec¬ 
ticide, and its possible long-term effects. "Se¬ 
vin” is a trademark owned by the Union Car¬ 
bide Corporation.and used to designate 1-naph- 
thyl N-methylcarbamate. It is one of the or¬ 
ganic sulfur compounds, a group that also in¬ 
cludes Isolan, Dimetilan, and Phenothiazine. 
It is manufactured synthetically. 

The U. S. Public Health Service lists Sevin 
ns a “slightly toxic insecticide”, thus placing 


WASHINGTON, DC., March 
10 — Senator Marlow W. Cook 
(R-Ky.) today voted against the 
House-Senate conference version 
of H R. 6543, the Public Health 
Cigarette Smoking Act, because 
of his opposition to “unreason¬ 
able federal restrictions on a 
perfectly legal product”. 

The bill, approved by the 
Senate 75 to 9, placed an un¬ 
reasonable burden on the tobac¬ 
co industry by requiring a new 
and stronger label on the pack¬ 
age, “The Surgeon General Has 
Determined That Cigarette 
Smoking Is Dangerous To Your 
Health”. In opposing this pro¬ 
vision, Kentucky's junior sena¬ 
tor stated that “when the Sur¬ 
geon General of the United 
States states in public hearings 
that he cannot identify the in¬ 
criminating agent or agents in 
cigarette smoke which produce 
cancer or any other human dis¬ 
ease, but places his eonvicions 
on so-called statistical evidence, 
the Congress is powerless to 
legislate intelligently.” 

The legislation also banned 
cigarette advertising from tele¬ 
vision and radio after January 
1, 1971. and prohibits the Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission from re¬ 
gulating print advertising until 
July 1, 1971. Cook opposed the 
latter, because he felt that the 
F ederal Trade Commission 
should be permanently restrain¬ 
ed from placing unreasonable 
restrictions on the tobacco in¬ 
dustry. 

Mindful that over 150.000 
farm families depend on tobac¬ 
co for their livelihood, Cook 
urged the government and in 
dustry “to sit down together and 
W'ork out a viable program to 
complete research efforts which 
would bring the smoking-health 
controversy to a speedy conclu¬ 
sion.” 

In his statement, Cook also 
said that “until research has 
produced answers to the many 
unanswered questions on the 
subject. Congress must not panic 
and abandon the American way 
of fairness to all sides of the 
controversy.” 


NATIONAL EDUCATION AS¬ 
SOCIATION representatives con¬ 
cluded a preliminary sanctions 
investigation of Kentucky’s ed¬ 
ucational system last week, sav- 
a decision will be made in a 
couple of weeks whether to 
carry out a full-scale investiga¬ 
tion which could lead to sanc¬ 
tions — in effect blacklisting 
of Kentucky to the nation’s ed 
ucations, teacher colleges and 
businesses. . . .The investiga¬ 
tion request was made follow¬ 
ing a week-long strike by some 
25,000 Kentucky teachers who 
were forced back to their class¬ 
rooms by a series of court in 
junctions.

The 103-year-old wooden struc¬ 
ture at Sherburn is the world's 
only suspension-type wooden 
covered bridge, says the broc¬ 
hure. Old wooden bridges now 
have a dollar value as tourist 
attractions, and Fleming county 
is preparing to capitalize on the 
four it has left.

However its eventual record is judged, this 
legislature's performance in the area of con¬ 
servation has been a soggy failure. The Wild 
Rivers Bill was important to the future of 
Kentucky. It would not only have preserved 
a few small stretches of our scenic rivers in 
their natural, unspoiled state, but it would 
have been evidence that Kentuckians appreci¬ 
ate and want to save their heritage of natural 
beauty 

But short-sightedness and lack of under¬ 
standing of the things at stake have gutted 
this bill. Originally it contained provisions 
for including parts of four rivers in the pro 
tected. wild-river category. But first the Cum¬ 
berland was excluded. Then the Rockcastle. 


The Senate lias removed the Red River 
too on Senator B. E. Billings' claim that tiie 
bill would prevent construction of the Red 
River Dam. It would not. It would have no 
•ffect on it whatever. It would save a small 
stretch of the upper reaches of this scenic 
river from other upstream dams or honky- 
tonk development. It would be criminal to 
do less. 

With only the Green River left in the bill 
as it goes to the House, there is some doubt 
whether the hill is worth passing. It probably 
is it only to set a precedent and offer a more 
far-seeing legislature a base for expanding 
the wild rivers system. 

But it is a poor excuse for the bill Ken¬ 
tucky needs.

The sta¬ 
tistics arc collected monthly for 
the U. S. Department of Labor 
to provide a continuing meas¬ 
urement of the economic health 
of the nation and of its major 
regions. The monthly survey is 
essential. Census Bureal offic¬ 
ials say, to provide a source of 
current national employment 
and unemployment data that 
can be obtained quickly.

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SHERIFF’S SALE FOR DELINQUENT TAXES FOR 1969 


In its closing week, the 
Legislature took up the con¬ 
troversial Sunday Closing Law 
again Tuesday. The House on 
that day passed £2-39 the al¬ 
ready - Senate - Approved bill 
that gives home rule on the 
question but only if the people 
want it. 

The bill as sent to the 
Governor permits operation 
cn Sunday of grocery stores, 
drug stores, gift and souvenir 
hops, fishing tackle and bait 
shops unless a county votes 
>y referendum to be exempt- 
.d from the state law. 

The original Senate bill left 
it up to fiscal courts and city 
councils (in larger cities) to 
regulate Sunday sales. But the 
House amended the bill to take 
>ut the home rule feature in 
favor of a referendum on the 
question. 

Opponents of the bill said 
it would be detrimental to 
religious beliefs and to the 
economy of smaller businesses 
because of larger chain stares 
remaining open on Sunday.

Lanny Franklin of West Li¬ 
berty, was at the UK Medical 
Center in Lexington last Fri¬ 
day to consult a specialist in 
child diseases from Yale Uni¬ 
versity. Lanta Scott suffers 
ifrom lypodystrophy, of which 
there are only three known 
cd-’es in the entire United 
States.

Phillip Bondy, held out hope 
that surgery which will be 
performed soon on another 
sufferer with the disease may 
bring to light new facts that 
will benefit Lanta Stott.

have the disease and build up 
some immunity which it pass¬ 
ed on to her pigs. Varying 
results have been reported. 

The TGE virus established 
itself in the lining of the in¬ 
testines where it does its da¬ 
mage. The pig cannot absorb 
nutrients through the intesti¬ 
nal wall because of this da¬ 
mage. 

No treatment for TGE has 
been developed. Antibiotics 
are effective ;■ gainst secondary 
invaders. Maintaining the pig’s 
'fluid balance by injection of 
salt solutions and electrolytes 
Ls helpful. Have plenty of 
good clean water available 
for the pigs and raising the 
farrowing house temperature 
to 80 degrees cuts on the stress 
of chilling. 

Intentionally exposing sows 
to TGE virus is risky. More 
than eight days is required 
for the sow to build up im¬ 
munity to pass off to her 
pigs. Sows that have had TGE 
pass antibodies to their pigs 
through the milk as long as 
the pigs are nursing. In a 
TGE outbreak about the only 
thing to do is ride it out. Sows 
not exposed or due to farrow 
later should be farrowed in 
individual widely - separated 
farrowing houses. A break in 
farrowing with clean up and 
■disinfection can break the 
cycle. 


LEXINGTON, KY. — The 
TGE season is here. Reports 
OTe coming in from several 
areas in the state that TGE 
has struck again, according 
tc W. E. Wise, D.7.M., Exten¬ 
sion Veterinarian art the UK 
College of Agriculture. 

TGE is a virus disease of 
swine. The virus remains in¬ 
fective about two days at 
temperatures of 75 degrees. It 
will last for years when fro¬ 
zen. With our present tempera¬ 
tures of 30 degrees to 50 de¬ 
grees the virus will live for 
about three weeks. 

The virus is usually taken 
in through the month. It is 
exceptionally contagious, af¬ 
fecting every litter in a far- 
lowing house in 48 hours. 
Visitors, you, dirty boots, birds, 
dogs, cats, and vehicles can 
be carriers of the TGE virus. 
Cut down on visitor traffic.

Since Senate Bill 139 passed 
the Legislature two weeks ago, 
political observers have been 
waiting to see how Gov. Nunn 
would turn it to his advantage.
